O thers w ondered, too, u n til the story 
w as one day told to si few friends who 
w ere v isiting at the old ranch house near 
the foothills. 
T hem is p erhap s nothing 
in the affair w hich m arks it as different 
from m any occurrences on the frontier, 
w here hom es are far ap art, and w here 
life itself m ay som etim es dep end up on a 
saddle horse’s sp eed and bottom . 
But, 
told jus the ran ch er told it a t his ow n ta ­ 
ble. it was a story th a t long clung to the 
m em ory. 
“ It w as m ore th an th irty years ago,” 
he said. 
“ I was is years old, and had 
been aw ay from hom e atten d in g school. 
W hen 1 cam e back to the ranch in K ern, 
near the foothills, m y m other cam e cry­ 
ing to the door to m eet me. 
“ My little sister w as v ery ill. 
She 
was only G yea rs old, m y p et and de­ 
light, and my m other w a s a widow. 
An 
elder sister was m T uolum ne teaching 
school; m y brother, who m anaged the 
ranch, had go ne to Stanislaus to buy 
sheep , and m o ther and U<» by w ere alone. 
It was eight m iles to the nearest v illage 
and stage station, from w hich p lace I 
had w alked, rea ching the house at dark, 
I w ent in and found little M ary uncon­ 
scious; m y m other could not tell w hat

ure and called m y colt. M ajor, the best 
horse I ev er owned. 
lie cam e a t once, 
and 1 saddled him and rode off a t a 
gallop . 
“ It w as early w in ter, and rain had 
m ade the road heav y; cloudy all day. a 
drizzle began before I had been live m in­ 
utes in the saddle. 
I had n either w hip 
nor sp ur. 
Now aiul then I sp oke to 
M ajor, and he knew there w as w ork be­ 
fore him . 
Two m iles we w ent w ithout 
a p ause, th e road deiul level and so 
slip p ery th a t I could feel M ajor slide 
like a log on a frosted sidew alk; bu t he 
m anaged to keep to his feet aud resum e 
his w ild p are.

teeth and ran, snorting w ith excitem ent;
